Six Rules to Observe to Prevent 

Disastrous Fires in the Mountains 

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 
Precautions of tha simplest kind would eliminate most of the lose 
resulting from forest fires, as shown by reports on the causes of tha 
fires in the reserves last seasen. 

Much could be accomplished by observance of the following lix 
simple rules: 

1. Be sure your match it out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pipe ashes or throw away your cigar or cig¬ 
arette stump where there la nothing to catch fire. 

3. Don't build a camp fire any larger than is absolutely necessary. 
Never leave it even for a short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don’t build a camp fire aga inst a tree or a log. Build a small 
one whera you can scrape away tha needles, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put il out if possible; if you can’t put it 
out, gat word to the nearest U. S. forest ranger or state fire warden 
just as quickly as you possibly can.

WESTERN COAST RECIPES. 

C niCKE.N Portola a la Coppu.—Take 
a fresh eoooamit and cut off the 
top. removing nearly all the meat 
Put togetlier three tablespoon fills of 
chopiM'd eocoaniit meat iiud two ears 
of fresh green corn i-iit from the eoli 
Slice two onions into four tiililespoon 
fula of olive oil, togetlier wlih u inlde- 
BiHKinfuI of dried Imcon fried In olive 
oil Add one eliopped green pepper, 
half a dozen tomatoes stewed wllli salt 
and peitper, one clove of garlic and 
cook all together until It thickens. 
Strain tills into tlie corn and cocoa nut 
and add one spring clilcken eiit in four 
pieces. I’lit the mixture into the sliell 
of the cocoiinut, using the cut off top 
aa u cover and clo.se tightly with a 
covering of paste to kee|> In the fla¬ 
vors. Put tile cocoanut In a |mn witli 
wnter In it and set In an oven well 
heated for one hour, Imsttng frequent 
ly to keep the cocoanut from burning. 

Krltto .Mlsio.—Take a lauih chop, a 
piece of calf liniln, one sweetbread, a 
slice of veal, a fresh mushruum, sliced 
Italian squash, a pks’e of asparagus 
or of caiillliower and dl|) these Into 
a hatter made of an egg well beaten 
with a little Hour Sprinkle tliese with 
a little lime Juice and fry to a delicate 
brown In butter, adding salt and pep 
tier to taste.
